Despite a low turnout of 17 candidates run- 
ning for the 2007 Associated Students Inc. elec- 
tion and the few of political slates compared to 
previous years, many ASI candidates kicked off 
their campaigns late Sunday night. 

Among the five positions for executives and 
the nine for directors, there are only three posi- 
tions with more than one candidate running.

SAFETY ON THEIR MIND 


Editor's note: Part one of a three-part series 
focusing on women’s issues of safety and assault.

ith ‘women’s safety in mind, the 


Women’s Resource Center has pledged 


to promote Sexual Assault Awareness - 


Month by informing students of the devastating 
effects of sexual assault. 

Victim Advocate Jessica Heskin said April 
which is Sexual Assault Awareness Month, is 
important for universities because of the demo- 
graphics and daily habits of most college students. 

“‘Most cases of sexual assault involving women 
occur when they are between the ages of 16 and 
24,” Heskin said. “That’s a large portion of our 
campus population.” 

_ Heskin said that one out of every five women 
will be sexually assaulted during their college 
career with approximately 85 percent of those 


assaults involving alcohol. 

“What people have to remember is that in col- 
lege populations, 85 percent of all sexual assaults 
are committed by an acquaintance or someone the 
victim met within the last 24 hours, not a stranger,” 
Heskin said. “(Students) are more likely to be 
assaulted by a classmate or someone they met at a 
party than by a random person jumping out from 
behind the bushes.” 

Heskin said that while sexual assault happens 
to men and women, women are more likely to 
become victims of sexual assault. She said that 
while safety is never guaranteed, there are a num- 
ber of things that women can do to keep them- 
selves safe. 

“Women should always trust their instincts,” 
Heskin said. “If you feel uneasy around someone, 
don’t worry about being rude or unfriendly. . .cither 
leave or tell them to leave.” 

Heskin also recommends that women set their

What was supposed to be 10 
days of silence broke over the 
Spring Break as the California 
Faculty Association announced its 
striking schedule for six universities 
if it did not settle on a new contract 
with the California State University 
by April 6. 

Sacramento: State faculty. mem- 
bers can walk the picket lines on 
April 11 and 12 if no agreement is 
made, said CFA Sacramento 
Chapter President Cecil Canton. 

“We want to let our faculty and 
students know that we are serious 
about settling this contract,’ Canton 
said, adding that he is remaining 
cautiously optimistic that a resolu- 
tion can be reached. 

In a press release, CSU 
Spokeswoman Claudia Keith said 
talks of strike dates are counterpro- 
ductive to the process. 

“The California State University 
is focusing its time and energy on

Student dies after 
skateboard accident

Sacramento State student Casey 
M. Raffaelli, a talented artist, avid 
skateboarder and rowing enthusiast, 
died on March 22 after succumbing 
to head injuries sustained in a skate- 
boarding accident. He was 20. 

Raffaelli, the son of San Mateo 


Police Capt. Kevin Raffaelli and 


nephew of South San Francisco 
Police Chief Mark Raffaelli, was 
skateboarding down a steep hill in 
San Francisco when he fell. ; 
While the cause of the accident 
is still unclear, it has been deter- 
mined by family members that he 
was not wearing a helmet. 
Raffaelli was going nearly 20 
mph down Hillside Boulevard, on 
his way to obtain a clerks card for 
his job at Lunardi’s grocery store, 
when he fell and hit his head against 
the ground, according to witnesses. 
Raffaelli lost consciousness at 
the scene and never regained it. 
Raffaelli spent one week at the 
San Francisco General Hospital in 
intensive care with brain swelling, 


w@said his uncle, Mark Raffaelli. 


He was taken off life-support 
eight days later on March ° 22, 
according to the San Mateo County 
coroner’s office. 

Raffaelli is said to have been an 
adventurous, fearless, smart and 
incredibly witty young man. 

“T think that P'll miss his sense of 
humor, friendship and loyalty the 
most,” Mark Raffaelli said. 

He said that Raffaelli was also 
involved in the family business of 
law enforcement. 

“Casey was once a parking 
enforcement representative for the 


San Mateo Police Department,” 
Mark Raffaelli said. “He was study- 
ing criminal justice (at Sac State) 
during the time of the accident.” 

“Casey’s dad and myself want to 
emphasize helmet safety,’ Mark 
Raffaelli said. “A lot of young peo- 
ple, like Casey, think that they are 
immune to danger....Had Casey 
been wearing a helmet, he would be 
still be with us today.” 

Approximately 26,000 people 
require. hospital treatment for 
injuries relating to skateboarding, 
according to the U.S. Consumer 
Product 
Safe. thy 
Commission. 
Of that num- 
ber, experi- 
enced skaters 
like Raffaelh, 
who are said 
to take more 
risks and 
wear _less 
protective 
gear, have the second highest num- 
ber of injuries. 

Raffaelli is survived by his father 
Kevin Raffaelli, his stepmother 
Elizabeth Raffaelli, his mother 
Theresa Foster, his stepfather George 
Foster, and his three older brothers, 
Joshua, Gabriel and Anthony. 

Raffaelli’s memorial, which was 
held on March 27 at the All Souls 
Church in South San Francisco, was 
attended by more than 400 friends 
and family members.

ASI President Jesus Andrade 


announced on March 21 that 
Director of Undeclared Shelby 
Ornellas resigned. 

Ornellas has been absent from 
several ASI board meetings, accord- 
ing to attendance records. 

Keeping his words minimal, 
Andrade said Ornellas resigned 
because of personal reasons that had 
nothing to do with her “academic 
standing.” 

Ornellas has not responded to 
attempts to contact her. 

Though Executive _ Vice 
President Curtis Grima was just 
recently appointed to the board, he 
said he respected Ornellas’ decision 
to leave. 

“She felt ASI was an important 
commitment, but she had other 
commitments also going on. She 
wanted to make sure if she was part 
of ASI, she could fully commit her- 
self,” Grima said. 


Acknowledgement of 
Trustee Guzman’s sup- 


port to the CSU 

CSU trustee Melinda Guzman 
was the only person against the 10 
percent fee increase voting by the 
Trustees last month. 

Executive Vice President Curtis 
Grima proposed a_ legislation 
acknowledging Guzman’s support 
of students. 

‘The Associated Students Board 
of Directors at Sacramento State 
acknowledges and _ appreciates 
trustee Guzman’s support and com- 
mitment to affordable higher educa- 
tion,” Grima said in a statement. 

Grima said it is important to 
acknowledge supporters of the 
CSU. 

— “(Guzman) showed effort to 
support accessibility to the CSU. 
Hopefully other members of the

CSU trustees will become motivat- 
ed to not raise student fees,’ Grima 
said. | 

He said he not only wanted to 
thank Guzman for her support, but 
to also let the other members of the 
Board of Trustees know that stu- 
dents of Sac State and across the 
CSU would like to gain its support 
and help fight for accessibility. - 

If passed, the legislation will be 
forwarded to Guzman and the CSU 
Board of Trustees. 

In opposition to the student fee 
increase, Andrade calls for Sac State 
students on Monday, April 23 to 
join him and other board members 
to march from Sac State to the 
Capitol, where the Board of 
Trustees will lobby against the 10 
percent fee increase.

tuition, books, rent,’ Andrade said. 

Director of Arts and Letters 
Christina Romero also said it is time 
for a raise. 

“Due to the cost of living increas- 
es in California, the cost of fees con- 
stantly increasing, and the heavy 
amount of work executives and direc- 
tors take on while in office, I do 
believe it is time board members 


_ receive an increase,” Romero said. 


Andrade said ASI asks board 
members to do a lot more than what 
they compensated for. He said ASI 
has the budget to give raises. 

He said on top of being paid 
more, office hours of board mem- 
bers will be expanded, as well as 
their participation with ASI. 

ASI had two options to choose 
from in which it could be paid: 
scholarship or hourly pay. 

There are three types of scholar- 
ships: institutional, departmental

Yamamoto said if ASI votes to be 
paid by scholarship, the organiza- 
tion will assemble a committee and 
select the recipients. 

Institutional and community schol- 
arships do not apply to ASI. 
Institutional scholarships comprises of 
a committee of faculty, staff and stu- 
dents, while community scholarships 
are selected from outside the university. 

‘‘All scholarships are coordinat- 
ed through the Scholarship Office 
and the Financial Aid Office; this is 
a requirement for federal and state 
financial aid programs to coordinate 
financial aid award packages which 
include scholarships,” Yamamoto 
said. , 

Romero said if ASI chose hourly 
pay, it would be contradictory to 
ASI standards because it'll take 
away from hour flexibility. 

“We would have set hours, and 
wouldn’t be able to serve the stu-

“Regardless of whether a candi- 
date is running with a team or not, I 
never underestimate their capabilities 
of being strong in numbers,” she said. 

If elected as president, junior 
English major Romero said she will 
focus on two goals. 

“My first goal would be to train 
the board extensively on their roles 
and duties to the students of their col- 
leges. I really want to see my board 
members active in our campus com- 
munity and be visible,” said Romero. 

Her second goal is the media 
department in which she would like to 
see “up and running’”’ by the time she 
leaves office. 

Another presidential candidate, 
junior government international rela- 
tions major Robert Linch Jr, said he 
feels students’ voices have been “‘muf- 
fled.” 

“My goal is to. bring back their 
voices, and what they want through a 
sense of unity and community,” said 
Linch. | 

He feels he is more qualified for 
president than the other candidates 
because he has a lot of leadership 
experience and he is highly knowl- 
edgeable of how ASI operates. 

“My job is to make choices in the 
interest of students, not to cater to the 
administration,’ he said.

‘Although there are four presiden- 
tial candidates this year, there are only 
two for vice president of finance. 

Senior business major and candi- 
date Joseph Ross said one of his 
focuses‘is programs on campus.

He said part of his plan is to listen 
to students, and to determine what 
they see is a problem, a plan he feels 
will reach out to students more. 

Ross said he would best fit the 
position of vice president of finance, 
because he has hands-on experience 
with being involved with budget com- 
mittees. He said he can do the best job, 
because of the knowledge he invests.

As senator of Associated 
Students of University of California, 
Davis (ASUCD) and paid by a 
stipend, Albert Parnell said being 
paid by scholarship seems beneficial. 

“I believe that the scholarship 
method will be great, because it 
does not take money out.of stu- 
dents’ hands that they need,” 
Parnell said. 

Parnell said because ASUCD 
falls under the 501 section of the 
IRS, they are tax exempt. 

He said ASUCD receives a $99 
stipend every two weeks. 

Unlike UC Davis, Associated

She also said she will make sure 
student voices are heard, and that stu- 
dents feel involved on campus. 

Boogaard said she would serve 
ASI well, because she has the drive 
and motivation to ensure goals are ful- 
filled. 

Opponent and senior digital com- 
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Students of California State 
University, San Luis Obispo, are 
paid by scholarship, a method that 
students also find worthwhile. 

“T feel that it (scholarship compen- 
sation) is more fair to them (associat- 
ed students) in that manner: Not only 
does it ensure that the money is prop- 
erly spent, but also it helps to “weed- 
out’ some people who might run for 
office for the wrong reasons,” said 
Lindsey Bauer, board of director of 
engineering. 

Only four officers of Associated 
Students of San Luis Obispo State 
receive a scholarship for being in 
office. Those who serve on the 
Board of Directors or on Executive 
Staff are not paid, Bauer said. 

She said she does not think any 
of the Board of Directors mind the 
fact that they are not paid. 

“Our positions don’t require the 
same level of commitment as the offi- 
cers. We understand what we are get- 
ting ourselves into before we run for

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Bill looks to halt 


creditor freebies 


Student protection act 
would prohibit loaners 
from using incentives

The days of small incentives and 
free gifts to college students who fill 
out credit card applications may be 
numbered. 

San Jose Assemblyman Joe 
Coto introduced “The College 
Student Credit Protection Act” on 
Feb. 5. If accepted, the bill would 
prevent credit card companies from 
taking unfair advantage of college 
students 
while pro- 
tecting the 
parents of 
current card 
holders. 

The bill 
would 
accomplish 
this by 
directing 
California 
public university campuses to dis- 
close all credit card marketing 
arrangements with the banks and 
financial institutions on those cam- 
puses, according to a press release. 
The bill would also ban credit card 
companies from offering gifts to 
students in exchange for filling out a 
credit card application. 

Legislative Aide Quan Nguyen 
said the legislation was introduced 
to strengthen preexisting university 
policies and to limit the amount of 
pressure that is put on students by 
credit card companies. 

“Although many students are 
financially responsible...there are 
segments of the student population 
that are susceptible to the aggressive 
marketing tactics of credit card 
companies,’ Nguyen said. 

Nguyen said that support for the 
bill has been good thus far. 
Supporters include the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal § Employees, the 
California Postsecondary Education 
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Commission and afew student 
organizations from UC Berkeley 
and CSU Fullerton. 

. He said that the bill claims have 
also been supported by a number of 
websites including the Nellie Mae 
website, which acts as the nation’s 
largest producer of student loans. 

According to the Nellie Mae 
website, credit card companies are 
vicious predators. 

“They'll bait you with free T- 
shirts and music downloads and 
then attack your newfound hunger 
for independence as soon as you’re 
in college and far from your par- 
ents,” according to the website. 

In 2004, more than 75 percent of 
college students nationwide had at 
least one credit card, according to 
the Nellie Mae website. Of that 
number, the average graduate stu- 
dent incurs about $5,800 in credit 
card debt, nearly double that of the 
average undergraduate. 

While no figures exist for 
Sacramento State students, Family 
and Consumer Science Associate 
Professor Jan Andersen said that 
credit card debt is a problem for a 
number of students, including those 
at Sac State. He said, however, that 
if used responsibly, a credit card can 
also be very beneficial. 

“There is nothing inherently 
good or bad about having credit 
cards,” Andersen said. “The prob- 
lem is that many people, students 
included, view credit as more 
income to spend... while forgetting 
that they have to pay back the debt 
with added interest and fees. People 
need to realize that when they use 
credit, they’re basically spending 
tomorrow’s income today.” 

Sophomore child development 
major Melissa Martin said that col- 
lege students and credit cards do not 
always make for a good combina- 
tion. 

“I know from the way I use my 
AIM card that I wouldn’t do well 
with a credit card,” Martin said. “Tt 
would be too easy to spend money 
that I don’t have.” 

There are a number of things 
students. must consider before .get- 
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ting a credit card, Andersen said. 

“Students should shop around 
for the best interest rates and fees,” 
Andersen said. “(They should) look 
for cards with low interest rates, no 
annual fees, and a 20 to 25 day 
grace period.” 

Students should also read the 
fine print before signing up and 
avoid cards that use the “two-cycle 
average daily balance” method of 
calculating the finance charge, 
Andersen said. He said that one 
credit card should be sufficient and 
that students should never have 
more than two cards. 

Andersen said there are also a 
number of tips for students who are 
already dealing with credit card 
debt. 

“Tf a student is in debt, they need 
to stop using their credit card imme- 
diately,” Andersen said. “It’s like . 
giving first aid. You’ve got to stop 
the bleeding (before you can do) 
anything else.” 

He said that students should also 
contact each of his or her creditors 
and explain the situation. 

“Many creditors will work with 
individuals if they contact them 
early,’ Andersen said. “The worst 
thing people can do is stop making 
payments and ignore creditors.” 

Andersen said that developing a 
budget is a crucial part of not only 






getting out of debt, but not incurring 
any in the first place. 

Nguyen said that AB 262 is 
scheduled to be heard by the 
Higher 
Committee on April 17.

own sexual and ocial boundaries, 
use alcohol with caution, take 
friends to all social gatherings and 
events and participate in a begin- 
ning self-defense class. 

According to a WRC pamphlet, 
self-defense classes can either be 
taken through the. WRC free of 
charge, at the university for course 
credit or through an_ outside 
provider. 

Sacramento State in particular 
offers everything from women’s 
beginning and intermediate self- 
defense classes to self-defense and 
conditioning classes for both 
women and men. 

Self-defense instructor Midge 
Marino said that, contrary to popu- 


lar belief, it is the mental aspect of - 


self-defense, not the physical, that 
makes women more willing and 
able to protect themselves, 

“Our minds are the strongest 
weapons we have,” Marino said. 

Marino said that she breaks her 
One-unit class into three segments 
including psychological prepara- 
tion, awareness or prevention and 
physical techniques. 

“T start with pink and blue, or 
male and female socialization,” 
Marino said. “I cover the common 
female stereotype of women being 
dependent on men, while men are 
expected to be the strong masculine 
ones.” 

Marino said that she tells her 
female students to trade their fear 
for anger and take control. 


women feel strong and learn to walk 
with confidence, they no longer 
look like victims.” 

Sophomore kinesiology major 
Courtney Miller said that self- 
defense classes are helpful because 
they offer female students the 
opportunity to learn basic safety 
techniques in a safe and comfortable 
environment. 

“(The classes) offer women the 
ability to feel like they have some 
say in what happens to them and 
their bodies,” Miller said. 

University Police Sgt. Kelly Clark 
said that along with being physically 
prepared, women must also be obser- 
vant and realize that no place is 
exempt from crime or danger. 

“Incidents do happen,’ Clark 
said. “Students need to be aware of 
their surroundings at all times.” 

Clark also recommends that 
women avoid poorly lit areas, walk 
in pairs and carry a cell phone with 
the phone numbers for the 
Sacramento Police Department and 
University Police pre-programmed 
in it. He also said that students 
should avoid parking in isolated 
areas, take advantage of the CSUS 
Safety Shuttle, which will transport 
students to and from their cars free 
of charge, and report all incidents to 
University Police, the WRC or both. 

“We have specially trained 
investigators to assist you as well as 
a multitude of additional resources, 
including professional counselors,” 
Clark said. “Your well-being is our 
highest priority.” 


help and counseling. 

“(When a students comes to 
me), I assess their situation and 
inform them of their rights and 
options,” Heskin said. “Then we 
come up with a plan to make sure 
they get whatever care ....] never 
tell a victim to report. I go along 
with whatever the victim feels safest 
doing.” 

Heskin said that a major part of 
Sexual Assault Awareness Month is 
spreading the word that women’s 
safety is the responsibility of both 
men and women. 

“T think that men need to take 
more responsibility for their behav- 
ior,’ Heskin said. “A lot of preven- 
tative strategies are targeted toward 
women...yet 98 percent of all sexu- 
al predators are male, regardless of 
the gender of the victim.” 

Heskin said that with this in 
mind, the campus recently estab- 
lished a Men Against Violence pro- 
gram. | 
“(We realized) that we needed to 
(educate) men more,” Heskin said. 
“We need to tell them that it’s not OK 
to have sex with women when they 
are drunk or not of sound 
mind. ...And that they need to step in 
when they see one of their male 
friends targeting a woman at a party.” 

_ Heskin said that another impor- 
tant aspect of Sexual Assault 
Awareness Month is battling against 
common misconceptions about sex- 
ual assault. 

“What people have to remember 
is that in college populations, 85 


someone the victim met within the 
last 24 hours, not a stranger,” 
Heskin said. “(Students) are more 
likely to be assaulted by a classmate, 
or someone they met at a party, than 
by a random person jumping out 
from behind the bushes.” 

Heskin said that there are a num- 
ber of sexual assault related patterns 
and behaviors that students, as well 
as their friends and family mem- 
bers, should look out for. She said 
that among these are jealousy, con- 
trolling behavior, threats of vio- 
lence, hypersensitivity and cruelty 
to children and animals. 

“There are other things to look 
out for as well,’ Heskin said. “Like 
if he cuts you off from supportive 
resources like friends and family 
members or if he blames others for 
his problems. Other patterns.include 
‘playful’ use of force during sex, 
verbal abuse, sudden mood swings 
or unpredictable behavior, the 
breaking or striking of objects when 
angry or a past history of battering.” 

Heskin said that in an effort to 
promote Sexual Assault Awareness 
Month even more the WRC will be 
holding a number of events during 
the month of April. She said stu- 
dents should visit the WRC home- 
page for more information about 
victim services and events.

Science and Space Center donor raises some eyebrows

Controversy brews for the Science and 
Space Center way before construction 
begins. 

“We have a real opportunity to create a 
place to do some really innovative educa- 
tional things with this,’ said physics and 
astronomy department chairman Randy 
Phelps in a Center for Science and Space 
Planning meeting on March 21. 

Twenty-seven faculty and. administrative 
representatives poured into the University

Union Foothill Suite on March 21 to discuss 
plans for the Center for Science and Space 
as part of Sacramento State’s Destination 
2010 plan. 

However, it was the discussion of a con- 
troversial private donor that got tempers to 
flare. 

The Snyder Family would most likely 
request that a collection on East Africa, 


which features several poached animal skins 
— be a regular feature of the Center, aS 
said. 

“Tf the Snyders are on board, (the East Africa 
collection) will be included. We’re to under- 
stand that this is a possibility,” Phelps said. 

However, several faculty members criti- 
cized that the inclusion of the collection 
would be a misstep for the Center. 


Biology professor Ruth Ballard protest- 
ed that the controversial way pieces of the 
collection — particularly animal skins — were 
acquired through poaching makes it unsuit- 
able for the University. 

If you try to put (the collection) up at the 
University Museum, it would catch a lot of 
flack, Ballard said. 

Controversy aside, biology professor 
Juanita Barena said the collection would be 
impertinent to a Sacramento audience. 

“What does East Africa have to with 
Sacramento?” she said 

Although, nothing is set in stone, Phelps

said acquiring donations is a key element in 
putting up an effective Science and Space 
Center. 

“This facility does not have to be about 
the Snyders, but I don’t know how we’ll get 
the funds,” Phelps said.

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No TO ASI MONEY GRAB 


Associated Students Inc., the student 
government at Sacramento State, will 
vote today on legislation to increase the 
pay of its 2007-08 members through 
scholarships. 

ASI President Jesus Andrade, along 
with Director of Arts and Letters 
Christina Romero, proposed an annual 
pay increase from $12,000 to $16,800 
for president; $10,200 to $13,200 for 
executive vice president and vice presi- 
dent of finance; $10,200 to $11,400 for 
vice president of University Affairs and 
vice president of Academic Affairs; and 
$3,600 to $6,900 for all other directors. 

“We ask board members to do a lot 
more work than what they are compen- 
sated for,” Andrade said. 

Increasing the pay for members of 
ASI is not a good choice for three pri- 
: mary reasons: timing, financial instabili- 
. ty and a conflict of interest. 


FIMING 

One of the best reasons to raise pay 
for student government would be to 
encourage student participation and to 
bring in more qualified candidates for 
the April 24 and 25 election who may be 
discouraged by the current pay. 

The campaign for ASI office began at 
midnight on Monday. Two positions lack 
candidates. Nine students are running 
unopposed. Two students are running for 
each executive vice president and vice 
president of University Affairs. Four stu- 
dents are vying for presidency. 

Keep in mind: former ASI President 
Angela Arriola resigned before the start 
of the spring semester, former Director 
of Undeclared Shelby Ornellas resigned 
in March, Director of Engineering and 
Computer Science John Reynolds is no 
longer with ASI, and Rachel Morton, 
whom students approved for director of

Business Administration in last spring’s 
election, did not make it to the start of the 
fall semester. 

The organization lost four student- 
approved members, three members were 
never voted into their current positions 
(Andrade, Executive Vice President 
Curtis Grima, and Director of Business 
Administration Shani Alford), and two 
seats remain vacant. | 

Seems like student government needs 
some competition for power, and yet, the 
vote to raise pay goes on today, after the 
filing period for candidates passed. 


FISCAL INSTABILITY 
Members say ASI has the money to 
pay more to its officers. Enrollment 
ranks sixth highest in university history 
(27, 314 students in the spring semester). 
As enrollment grows, ASI’s budget 
grows. Students pay a $120.50 fee each 
semester to fund ASI’s more than $10 
million budget. This is clearly a vote to 
redirect your money into their pockets. 
What if enrollment goes down next 
semester as overall student fees go up? 
ASI claims it has a surplus and would 


like to spend it on itself, but when that 
surplus may decrease in the semesters to 
come, the decision to now raise pay at 
such a high rate seems misguided. 


CONFLICT 
Romero, one of four students running 
for ASI president, declined on Monday 
to comment on whether the proposal 
would be a conflict of interest. Andrade 


also declined on Monday to commenton | 


any conflict of interest. 

In. addition to Romero, four of the 16 
other candidates are already affiliated 
with ASI: 

Ramon Yepez, a volunteer state for 
ASI, is running unopposed for direc- 
tor of Natural Sciences and 
Mathematics. Grima is running 
unopposed for vice president of 
Academic Affairs. Secretary of State 
Affairs Miguel Cervantes is running 
unopposed for the position of execu- 
tive vice president. 

Walter Wallace, assistant to the exec- 
utive vice president, is running against 


Valerie Boogaard for vice president of | 


University Affairs. 

Romero said she will abstain from 
voting because she is running for presi- 
dent. Grima doesn’t have a vote since he 
serves as the chair of the ASI meetings. 
Yepez, Cervantes and Wallace are not 
voting members of within ASI. 

If the ASI board of directors approves 
an increase, it would essentially guaran- 
tee to at least three co-workers, unop- 
posed candidates, a raise before they 
even get their jobs. And Romero and 
Wallace would benefit if elected. 

Students who agree or disagree with 
ASI’s decision must make their voice 
heard. The ASI board of directors meet- 
ing takes place at 2 p.m. today in the 
University Union Foothill Suite.

at better way to wel- 
come you all back from 
Spring Break than by 


railing yet again on those entrusted 
with our education. As many of 
you know, the California State 
University Board of Trustees 
recently passed a 10 percent 
increase in student fees for this fall. 
When costs go up, less people can 
afford to pay them. One might say 
that a $252 per-year fee increase 
for undergraduates will not make 
much of a difference. For some, 
maybe not by itself, but this is not 
the first time our fees have 
increased. The recent increase is 
the fifth hike in six years for both 
CSUs and UCs. 

More importantly though, 
according to the website, 
www.ERICDigests.org, “People 
with college degrees are more 
open-minded, more cultured, more 
rational, more consistent and less 
authoritarian; these benefits are 
also passed along to succeeding 
generations...” Other public bene- 
fits of attending college include 
increased tax revenues, greater 
workplace productivity, increased 
consumption, increased workforce 
flexibility, and decreased reliance 
on government financial support. 

A press release issued by CSU 
Chancellor Charles Greed, I mean 
Reed, and the *Board of 
DisTrustees, claimed that CSU 
fees are less than “public compara- 
ble institutions” across the nation. 
They list 15 universities that have 
higher student fees than CSU 
schools. They obscure many other 
factors that impact a student’s abil- 


ity to attend a CSU school. 
According to the Missouri 
Economic Research and 


Information Center, out of the 15 
schools listed, seven schools are in 
states that are ranked'in the top half 
of 4th quarter overall cost of living 
figures for 2006. 

For example, Arizona State 
University-Tempe student fees for 
2006-2007 were $1,491 more than 
CSU schools, but Arizona ranks 
2nd in the nation for overall cost of 
living (the lower the number-rank- 
ing, the lower the overall cost of 
living). California is ranked 47th, 





but I found that New York, New 
Jersey and Maryland all had 
schools on the list with higher stu- 
dent fees than CSU and also 
ranked 46th, 45th, 43rd respective- 
ly for overall cost of living. 

California students alone can- 
not protest increased student fees 
because of the high cost of living 
students must also deal with. 
However, in the: three categories 
that arguably take the biggest bite 
out of one’s pocket book, gro- 
ceries, health care and housing, 
California has a higher cost of liv- 
ing in those categories than New 
York, New Jersey and Maryland. 

Furthermore, according to the 
American Automobile 
Association, Californians pay far 
more per gallon for regular gas 
than any other state at $3.16. The 
same gallon is $2.74 in New York, 
$2.54 in Maryland and $2.44 in 
New Jersey. This is compounded 
by the fact that 95 percent of Sac 
State students commute to school 
or live off-campus. What Sac State 
students “save” in student fees as 
compared to schools with higher 
fees, they spend on gas alone. 

So despite what CSU officials 
say, we are still getting screwed. 
So everyone bend over and get 
ready for yet another school year 


' full of fire hazard class sizes, can- 


celled courses and thinner wallets. 
Hopefully, Gov. . Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and the state leg- 
islature allocate money from the 
state’s general fund that would 
eliminate the fee increase. 

The chancellor, the trustees and 
our school president acting as 
guardians of California higher 
education is like a bunch of chefs 
trying to land a plane. ..and there is 
no Ted Striker on board.

Overwhelming CSU problems sparks drive to fight, protest 


answer, to the trustees, who answer 


e “Access to Excellence” 
program, held in_ the 
University Ballroom on 


March 20, seeked to build a new 
strategic plan from “the bottom up.” 
The CSU Board of Trustees met 
with Sacramento State administra- 
tors, full-time faculty, staff and stu- 
dents to discuss the future goals, 
visions and identities of the CSU 
system and the campus. The task 
was to discuss the Domain Topic 4 
of 6, “Ensuring Success in Student 
Learning.” 

No matter how much the need to 
lower fees to allow students to focus 
on their studies was stressed, the 
overall debate seemed to focus on 
how to work within the parameters 
of our existing system. 

I’m concerned over the state of 
the CSU system, which stems from 
information distributed in pieces, in 
issues and problems within our 
school that don’t seem related to 
each other. 


Luckily, I had the opportunity to 
find out about the “Access to 
Excellence” event, to participate in 
it, and a real change took place in 
my mind. I started looking: at the 
university, and the CSU as a body, 
Issues are not isolated events but 
symptoms of an overall sickness 
within our educational institution. 

The trustees voted, 15 tol, to 
approve a 10 percent CSU student 
fee increase to start next year, 
including our very own CSU stu- 
dent representative, Andrew 
LaFlamme. CSU Trustee Melinda 
Guzman voted against the fee 
increase. 

More than 23,000 CSU faculty 
members have committed them- 
selves to a part of the largest strike in 
the history of education, precisely 


_ because they are being underpaid. 


Despite our fee increases and the 
systemwide underpayment of facul- 
ty, all CSU administrators have 
received a 10 percent pay raise. 





In the meantime, Sacramento 
State has incurred a $6.5 million 
deficit. This may result in cutbacks, 
both one-time cutbacks and perma- 
nent cutbacks. And by cutbacks, I 
mean an additional supply of 
dropped classes. 

Assistant Professor Dan Melzer 
offered a “Free Campus-Wide 
Workshop” to help other professors 
learn to cope with large class sizes. 
Since it’s inevitable that teachers 
will have classes too large to offer 
the student any kind of personal 
input into their learning process. 

The system is supposed to have 
a “top-down” hierarchy. The stu- 
dents learn from the faculty, faculty 
answers to administrators, who 


to the chancellor, who answers to 
the state. But, if the trustees won’t 
confront the chancellor and the gov- 
ernor to fund the CSU, .and our 
President doesn’t send a strong mes- 
sage to the trustees that they have 
placed his faculty, students and staff 
in a bind, then who will fight for us? 
The answer is no one. There is a 
sense of inevitability to the CSU’s 
lack of state funding, so much so 
that the powers that be focus their 
efforts on assessment. It’s great. But 
if the CSU is looking for enrollment 
growth: while maintaining CSU 
goals and values that there will be 
quality education accessible and 
available to the achieving poor and 
middle classes, student fees are not 
the answer. 


Suffocating our faculty is not the 7 


answer. And though performing in 
Strategic Plan meetings are impor- 
tant, we should still work through 
the means provided by the system. 


We must also get in the face of the 
system, so damn close they can feel 
our pulse, breathe our air, and come 
to grips not with “goals and values” 
based within a faulty ae but 
our humanity. 

Student fees may be _ the 
lifeblood of our system right now, 
but it is blood being tainted: It is the 
blood of students worked into aca- 
demic drudgery. We don’t have time 
to live a journey: so many seek deaf 
and blind for four years until they 
arrive. 

So what do we do? Well, if fac- 
ulty members want to bring students 
to the picket lines to fight their 
cause, let us use their cause to fight 
for ours. What is a CSU student 
cause? The battle for state funding. 
Without it, students will continue to 
lack space within their campus, 
part-time and junior faculty will 
teach larger and larger classes, and 
our education will mean nothing 
more than “this one graduated” and 


“this one didn’t.” 

When the picket lines form, I 
will stand by my faculty. I will look 
for the cameras, for anyone holding 
a microphone. I will say, “Yes, I 
support my faculty.” And I will also 
say, “But there is a larger problem, 
for you to see, I have been made into 
a zombie.” And when those journal- 
ists ask me how, I will tell them, 
“My brain has been replaced by a 
sheet of paper.” And when they cor- 
rect me, tell me that my heart still 
beats, I will tell them, “My pulse is 
no longer mine.” And when they 
ask me how I could live if my pulse 
could not beat for me, I will tell 
them, “That is why I am a zombie. I 
live only for a sheet of paper, as a 
zombie lives only for brains. My life 
is not a journey. It is a destination. A 
Destination 2010.”

en Sacramento State baseball coach John 
Smith was drafted into the Army in the fall 
of 1967, he likely couldn’t see 800 career 
victories in his future. 

Just out of junior college, the 21-year-old Red- 
ding native received word that the U.S. Government 
was requesting his service in the war against the 
Socialist Viet Cong forces in Vietnam. 

Smith was reluctant to put his life on hold to go to 
war, but he knew it was his obligation‘to serve his 
country. 

Once enlisted, Smith decided that he wouldn’t 
settle for being a typical GI. Instead, he tested to join 
the U.S. Army Special Forces, the Green Berets. 

“It was 18 months of intense training,’ Smith 
said. “We used to go spend six 
weeks out in the field and be | 
given enough food to last two 
weeks and we had to figure out 
how to eat the other four.” 

Smith earned a place on the 
Green Berets, but he never saw 
Vietnam. His unit eventually was 
deployed to Panama to reinforce American control of 
the Panama Canal. Smith said that at the time, he and 
his unit were disappointed that they would not get an 
opportunity to serve their country in Vietnam. But 
looking back, he said he was very fortunate not to 
have gone. 

After three years of service, Smith was dis- 
charged. He said he may have spent his best years as 
a baseball player in Panama, but what the Special 
Forces taught him would change his life. 

“Tt’s what trained me to be tougher than anything 
else in my whole life,’ Smith said. “Going through 
that made me understand adversity and difficulty and 
nothing coming easy. That was the best training I 
ever could’ve gotten for life itself.” 

Once back on American soil, Smith, now 23, took

After a year as Ree 
Smith decided to take advantage of 
the two years of eligibility he had 
left to play. 

In 1971 Smith first arrived in 
Sacramento to attend Sac State and 
tried out for then baseball coach 
Cal Boyes. Smith immediately fell 
in love with the river city. 

“This was my dream,” Smith 
said. “Once I became a Hornet, I 
loved what I was doing. I loved 
Sacramento, I loved the town. 
Nothing else could beat it.” 

Smith made the team, but it did 
not come easy. Smith, who is well 
under 6-feet-tall, is not a large man 
by. any standards, but he loved the 
game and he worked hard to 
become a decent ball player. 

As hard as Smith worked to 


' earn playing time, it didn’t com- 


pare to the summers he spent in the 
lumber yards of Northern Califor- 
nia earning money to pay for the 
next school year’s tuition. After 
each baseball season, Smith would 
travel to his home town and earn 























approximately $4,000, which 


- would have to last the entire school 


year. 

“Tt was hard. It was hard 
enough to know I didn’t want to do 
it for the rest of my life,’ Smith 
said. 

Even with all his efforts, Smith 
was never a sensational player at 
Sac State. He would never become 
a starter, but he embraced his roll as 
a utility man and a situational pinch 
hitter. 

“T didn’t break any records, I 
didn’t set anything on fire, but I got 
a chance to be around the game and 
learn. It gave me a chance to do 
what I wanted to do which is 
coach,” Smith said. 

After a successful five-year 
coaching stint at Encina High 
School in Sacramento, Smith was 
urged by Boyes to apply for the 
vacant coaching position at Sac 
State. The job had been occupied 
by three different coaches in the 
three years following Boyes’ retire- 
ment in 74’ and the program was in 
shambles. Smith said that he did 
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not believe he was qualified to do 


the job at the time. 


years later, he became the win- 


ningest coach in Sac 
State athletics history 
and is one of the top 50 
winningest — active 
coaches in the NCAA 
Div. I books. Smith 
passed women’s vol- 
leyball coach Debby 
Colberg (799) to set 
the standard for career 
wins at Sac State with 
800 and counting. 
Smith said he is 
proud of the accolades 
and milestones, but 
what he treasures most 
are the relationships he 
has built with the hun- 
dreds of players he has 
coached and mentored 
in his career. Smith has 


always taken his responsibilities far 
beyond coaching and has aimed to 
create a family environment for his

Mego, short for Mediterranean-to-go, offers 
pitas, sandwiches, potatoes in the Riverfront 
Center near the Bookstore

At least there’s one place on campus where construction is complete. 
The little corner in the Riverfront Center is no longer boarded up, and 
in its place is Sacramento State’s newest eatery. 

Mego, short for Mediterranean-to-go, is now up and running on cam- 
pus. It has a wide range of food to choose from, and most of the food 
served is pretty healthy. It brings a different flavor to campus and is a 
nice alternative to the hot dogs and burritos offered on the side of cam- 
pus where the Riverfront Center is located. 

Mego serves sandwiches, pitas, salads and potatoes. The variety of 
toppings for the sandwiches and potatoes are broad and would fit most 
people’s tastes. Also, the price is reasonable for a student’s budget. 

Of the three standard baked potatoes offered, I chose the Original 
($3.99), which comes with salt, butter, mozzarella cheese, beef or pol- 
ish sausage, Russian salad (a mix of peas, carrots and pickles with 
mayonnaise), Thousand Island dressing, ketchup, green olives and 
corn. 

Keep in mind that you can mix and match 
when you order. I opted to not have Thou- ONLINE 
sand Island dressing, ketchup andcornonmy Reviews: For 
baked potato. I chose mushrooms instead. Iwas more food

I thought the baked potato had good flavor Ur dining and 
and was big enough to eat asa meal. The clerk nightlife guide at 
will smash up the potato and mix the cheese ST ATEHORNET.COM 
and butter in first, then briefly re-heat the po- 
tato to melt the cheese. It made the flavor more mixed in, which I 
liked. 

. What I didn’t like was that the polish sausage was cold — only heat- 
ed from the potato itself; Personally, I prefer my meat hot, not cold: Also, 
the Russian salad was a bit foreign to me, and. made:my potato seer over- 
whelmed by mayonnaise. I would order the Original again, but I would 
ask that the sausage be heated with the cheese and butter too. 

The other two baked potato options are the Vegetarian ($3.99) and 
the Back to Basics ($1.99). The Vegetarian comes with salt, butter, 
mozzarella cheese, a choice of sautéed vegetables, Russian salad, 
creamy French dressing, green olives and corn. The Back to Basics comes 
with salt, butter, ranch and bacon bits. The only thing I’d say the baked 
potato bar is missing is sour cream and chives. 

In addition to the baked potato, I also tried the Chicken Gyro pita 
($3.49). It comes from a cone of chicken (where the chicken is cut up 
and placed on a spinning cone to cook), a warm pita, tomato, red onion 
and Tzatziki sauce (a cucumber yogurt sauce). 

The Chicken Gyro pita was very good. The chicken wasn’t processed 
and had a good texture and the seasoning was yummy. The pita bread 
was toasty and buttery (not greasy like you’d find in other places) and 
had a good flavor, even though it wasn’t homemade. The Tzatziki 
sauce was a little thick, but was delicious. It has a nice, subtle taste that 
brought together the flavors of the chicken and the pita nicely. It’s very

Talking with Srivastava about cricket, one 
instantly notices the immense exuberance he 
‘Has for the game. As he set up his laptop to 
“stream live coverage of the Cricket World Cup, 
he used the game as a reference point for dis- 
_cussion and followed it as'a fan. A lifelong ° 
player of the game, Srivastava’s enthusiasm for 
it is almost infectious. 

The club has 40 members, all but a small 
handful of whom are Sac State students, Srivas- 
tava said. He said commitment is often an issue 

“among the players, as many of them are stu- 
-dents whose studies often take precedence over 
cricket practice. 
-~ Another issue the club must contend with is 
“the location of its biweekly practice sessions. 
Most sessions are held in the soccer fields 
behind Yosemite Hall, but they are often pre- 
‘empted by soccer or rugby practice sessions 
-held in the same area, or even by people pic- . 
nicking on the grass. This often forces the club 
to relocate its sessions to places like the fields 
behind Tahoe Hall, or even off-campus at pub- 
«lic parks. 

But even on the weeks where the club faces 

no interference in its access to the soccer fields, 
«the fact remains that these grounds are not par- 


ticularly conducive to cricket, which requires an 


“area with either short grass or no grass at all. 
The club would ideally prefer for the school to 
provide an area where a proper pitch could be

baseball fields, which have cricket-friendly 
grass. 

However, the Recreational Sports program 
has denied the club use of the baseball fields. 
And because the club lacks an official home 
ground, it is unable to host matches with its 
opponents on campus — a fact that frustrates 
Srivastava. 

‘Why should we have to drive to the Bay 
Area or Davis to play all the time?” Srivastava 
asked. “Why can’t we invite (other teams) .to 
Sac State?” 

Srivastava feels that the campus could 
directly benefit by offering a home ground for 
cricket matches. “Cricket is an international 
sport,” Srivastava said. “By providing a cricket 
facility, or just an area in the soccer field with 
the 8-by-65 foot trimmed-grass area, it would 
encourage more international students to not 
only visit Sac State, but also perhaps study 
here.” 

Despite these hurdles, the club has found 
some support on campus. Ted Krovetz, assistant 
professor of computer science, has become the 
club’s faculty adviser and was instrumental to 
the SCA becoming an official club. Krovetz 
personally visits many of the club’s matches, 
and brought his entire family to its November _

18: match against UC Davis. 

One aspect of the SCA that Srivastava is 
very proud of is the club’s diversity. A variety 
of ethnicities are represented by the members. 
Srivastava himself is Indian and Assad Malik, 
the SCA's event coordinator and co-founder, is 
Pakistani. Ryland Wheeler, who joined the club 
last year, is Caucasian. Srivastava said this is 
unique among cricket clubs, and cites a Folsom 
team made up entirely of players of Indian 
descent as a example. He believes that the club 
is symbolic of cricket itself. 

“Cricket brings countries together,” Srivasta- 
va said. “And it brings members from different 
countries together.” 

One of the SCA’s goals is to increase aware- 
ness of the sport and the club itself in the near 


future. Srivastava is the web master of the 


club’s website — www.csus.edu/org/sca_csus 
— and plans on adding a new layout along with 
pictures, match times and information about the 
club's history, officers and the game of cricket. 
He encourages people to visit the page and sign 
up to become part of the club’s Yahoo! group. 

“If people don’t know anything about crick- 
et, they can still join and learn about it,” Shaikh 
said. 

Even if members are not able to fully grasp 
the mechanics of the game, that does not neces- 
sarily mean they will not be able to enjoy them- 
selves. 

“T’m still unclear on the rules, but it's fun,” 
new member Austin August said. 

The club plays the majority of its games 
against UC Davis. The club wishes to play 
other schools as well, but its lack of a home 
ground is a problem, as is the fact that the SCA 
is not presently a member of a league. The 
group is attempting to join the Sacramento 
Cricket Association to resolve this. 

The club’s next game against Davis is April 
15. The SCA has developed a strong rivalry 
with its counterpart across the Causeway. 

“They got us last time,” Malik said. “This 
time will be different.”

It’s also 
a great place for vegetarians to grab a bite. The biggest gripe I observed from 
Mego’s patrons was the line. Once it forms, prepared to wait a long time. Hope- 
fully, once all of the employees become comfortable with their jobs, the 
process will speed up. In the meantime, be prepared to wait. But given the qual- 
ity of the food, it’s worth the wait.
